Mankind the whole My/tery of the Free-Maſons ; 
their Beginning, their Tranſactions in the 
Lodges, &c. Sc. &c. as it ever was, and ever 
will be; which have remained a profound 
Secret from its firſt Inſtitution to this Time, 
to the great Surprize of the whole World; 

and by its being thus ſecreted from the 
Eyes and Knowledge of the reſt of the U- 
niverſe; Mankind has been induced to think, 
and led into the erroneous Opinion, ſo as 
to conclude, the Maſons were bound ta this 
Secreſy by Oath. I dare ſay thoſe who af- 


fronted me will gnaſh their 'Teeth, and bite 
their Fingers for mere Madneſs, upon the 


Peruſal of this Book; and I make no doubt 
but the whole Fraternity, if they knew the 
Author, would throw their Libels at me; 
and I don't queſtion but they will take a 
great deal of Pains to tell the World, hat 
this is not Maſonry ; but J aſſure them it is.

8 O ME Perſons are of Opinion, that the 


Human Species exiſted before ADAM. 


But the Maſons ſay, they take their War- 
rant from Holy Mrit; and not finding there 
any Authority to ground a Suppoſition up- 
on that there was ſuch an Exiſtence, either 


Eaſt, Weſt, North or South, before him, 


they content themſelves with ſaying, There

were Masons in the Firſt Age of 1 
World, as recorded in Sacred Hiſtory; and 
that the firſt MAsO Ns after the Flood 
(which they believe was univerſal) were 
SEM, Ham, and JAP HET. But HA is 
in very little Repute among them, upon Ac- - 
count, @s they ſay, of the Crime he com- 
mitted,” Gen. ix. 22. Yet they alledge that 
the GREAT CREATOR, by his Vice- 
gerent, implanted in all rational Beings, 
a Belief that the Children were not to an- 
ſwer, or ſuffer, for the iniquitous Proceed- 
ings of their Fathers; as was afterwards 
declared by the DEITY in expreſs Words, 
or by ſuch Means as in his Infinite Wiſdom 
he thought proper to uſe in his Converſe 
with Mankind. So that they admit the De- 
ſcendants of HAM, with thoſe of SEM and 
JaeuerT, to have attained in a few .Years,. 
o great a Knowledge of Architeſture, as 
to build many Cities, and ſuperb Edifices, 
in particular that of Babel; and that the 
_ Survivors of theſe, and the Succeſſors of 
the Deceaſed after them, having a heart 
Zeal for the Promotion of the Craft, ſpared | 


no Pains to bring up their Children to the 


underſtanding of Architeture ; and by un- 
 wearied Diligence, cloſe Application, and 


indefatigable Induſtry, gave Inſtructions 


themſelves till ſuch Time as they were © 
compleat, as the Knowledge of the Att in 
their Age could or would admit; and that 


the Younger, emulating the Examples of 
their 
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their Parents and Predeceſſors, with Behts 
volence, and even Affection, to each other, 


endeavoured each to excel therein. And 


thus, from Generation to Generation, they 
proceeded till the Time of SoLOMOoN; 


who, they ſay; by a ſupernatural Gift, ex- 
celled all that had been before him, and 


will never be excelled by any. They furs 
ther ſay, Thoſe Antient Masons affociated 


to explain the Seriptures, to preſerve the 


Knowledge of ArchiteFure, and to endea- 
vour to make Improvements therein, to cul- 


tivate Brotherly Love, Friendſhip, and Hoſ- 


pitality, not only between themſelves, but 


alſo to ſtudy how to be »feful and beneficial 5 
to Mankind in general. This ſacred Rite, 
or Cuſtom (as they term it,) is ſtill kept up 
among them : They meet twice a Month. 


Thus far it has been ſuggeſted to me by Ma- 


ſons. But what follows my Ears and Eyes 


have been Witneſſes of, and my Tongue 


"hath confirmed it to others, when I _ 
Principal among them. When they ar 


aſſembled together, and free from — Merl 


tions and Diſturbance (wobich is the Reafin 
for their having a Man at the Door of the 


Lodge,) the Principals of the Lodge begin' 
to expound and clear up the dark Sayings 
and hard Sentences. of Old, by comparing- 
one Paſſage with another ; and thereby en- 
deavour to determine the Meaning and In- 


| tention of thoſe intricate P es 


The 
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The next Topic they go upon is MBora- 
lity. They diſplay this Subject very copi- 

ouſly. In the firſt Place, they endeavour 
to implant in the Minds of new-made Bro- 
thers, the many Advantages attending Tem- 
perance, Forecaſt, and a well regulated 
Conduct; and enumerate. the long Chain 
of bad Conſequences that always follow 
Intemperance, Sloth, and the Want of mak- 
ing a proper Uſe of that Forejight, Reaſon, 
or Reflection, which diſtinguiſhes the Hu- 
man Species from the inferior Animal Crea- 
tion, and which is given them to make a 
ſuitable Self-preſervation from approaching 
or impendent Evil. They trace out, tho- 
roughly weigh, and confider, the good or 
bad Conſequences, that naturally, or in all 
Probability will attend the Commiſſion of 
ſuch and ſuch Actions, and the Omiſſion 
of others. They ſtrongly recommend the 
Obſetvance of ALL THE SociAaL VIRTUES, 
in adminiſtring Julie impartially, and ob- 
ſerving thoſe Things which unbiaſs d Rea- 
fon dictates, and Experience proves to be 
Moſt advantageous to the Whole Community.

In the next Place they proceed to the 5 


teaching the Rudiments of Geometry and

with indefatigable Pains to draught and erect 
in Miniature, and to model the ſtately Pa- 
LACES and BUuiLDINGs of the Antients, a- 
greeable to the Taſte of former Times, and 
compare them with thoſe of modern Times; 
by which Means they are able to judge of 
the Proportion or Diſproportion both of the 

Antient and Modern Structures. 

It was agreed on by the Masons, a Little 
before I left them, to have the fuperb Edi- 
fices, and ſpacious Domes, erected by all the 
known Lopces in the World, publiſhed, 
with the laborious Tranſlations and Remarks 
of each Lopo thereon, ſo ſoon as they 
could be procured from Abroad, and the 
Plates finiſhed. For which Purpoſe Copies 
of their Reſolution have been ſent all through 
Europe, to the LopGes in Aha, Africa and 
America, that they may ſend their Perform- 
ances to the Year 175%, ſo ſoon as poſſible 
to England, from whence they took their 
Charter. But this muſtbe a Work of Time. 
Sometimes they diſcourſe upon the Lives 
of Perſons of all Ranks and Characters, in 
order to excite and ſtimulate the Brotherhood 
to imitate and emulate the Examples of the 
Good, by ſhewing them the happy End, or 
final Exit, they always made; and to give 
them ſuitable Opinions of the Bad, and a 
ſtrong Deteſtation of Vice in general. | 
Notwithſtanding all that has been faid, 
which, upon the Whole, I think (to judge 
pod ou impartially) is not much to the 

Diſcredit 
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Diſcredit of the Masons ; yet there are ſe- 
veral that have been made Masons who have 
led very profligate Lives after, But I muſt, 


in ſpite of my Spleen and Reſentment, in 


Juſtice tell the World, that it is a Law u- 
niverſally obſerved by the Masoxs, if a 
Brother will not be conformable to the Pre- 
cepts and Principles of Masonzv, but a- 
bandon himſelf to unlawful Pleaſures, and 


give himſelf over to Vice, and the Com- 


miſſion of enormous Crimes, and thereby 
render himſelf unworthy the Society, and 
a Scandal thereto, they firſt remonſtrate with 
him, and then, if their Admonition proves 


Es ineffectual, they immediately exclude him 
the Lopox, and ſeldom or never receiye 


him again. And though he may by ſome 
Perſons in the Town where he was made, 


be known to bear the Name of 2 MAsON, 
yet he is rejected of them as -unworthy their 


Society; and they ſay he is undeſerving of 
aſſociating with Mankind. 
During my Stay in one Lopeex I knew 


four of this bad Stamp, and heard of many 
more; all which were expelled the Lopocs, 


but one of theſe four Out-caſts, who was 


ejected for being frequently intoxicated, and 
found in many Untruths, upon his hearty 


Solicitations for Re-admiſſion, and ſolemn 


Promiſes to amend, was re-admitted, and in 
a ſhort Time, after he had acquir'd a great» 
er and truer te t of MASONRVY, en 


B Hires ; 
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tirely reformed, and became worthy of the 
Society, and the Eſteem of Mankind. 

The Reader probably may aſk, if the 
Maſons are not bound to Secreſy by any ſa- 
cred Tye, and ſo much Good in it as they 


talk of, why was it not revealed many Years 


ago for the Good of the World in general, 
as many Men, upon, the leaſt Appearance 
of Good in it, would have been fond of 
coming into the Society. I muſt confeſs I 1 

ever was as much ſurprized, and as' much 
wondered at it, as any Man in the World, 
both before and fince I was a Maſon. 1 
cannot pretend to account for the Reaſons 
of particular Perſons, nor of each particular 
Brother; but for myſelf I can ſay, if I had 
not been affronted I ſhould not have gone 
from their general Rule or Maxim, which is 


not to give it gratis. They ſay if any Man 


that they think is worthy to be a Mason 
will apply for it, he may be made if he 
will pay for it, as each of them have done 


before; and further, ſhould they give it 


gratis, how could that extenſive Charity, 


which diſtributes ſo much Yearly to the Re- 


lief of diſtreſſed Brothers be e ? 


1 come next 70 the making Part, 


Je ſoon as a Man enters the Lodge Room, 
he is examined, to find if he knows any 
Thing of Geometry ; if not, he is imme- 
| piately i inſtructed therein, T hey teach him 


i 
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to draw parallel Lines, to raiſe and let fall 

Perpendiculars, and to make Angles, right, 
 bbtuſe; and acute; er if he does under- 
ſtand this, and all Lineal Geometry, or if 
not, at his firſt Entrance, then after he has 
acquired it in the Lodge they give him the 
firſt Degree of Maſonry, there being Five 
Degrees or Orders. of Maſons, repreſenting, 
or anſwering to, the Five NoBLE ORDERs 
of Architecture, viz. Tuſcan, Doric, Jo- 
nic, Corinthian, and Compoſite. Originally 
there was but one Degree amongſt the Free- 
Maſons : But as ſoon as they began to im- 
prove in Architecture, and ſome had clearer 
and greater Ideas of the Proportions, Bigneſs, 
Strength, and Beauty of the Work intended, 
as each OrDER became named, the Maſons 
thought proper to confer thoſe Names by way 
of Eminence upon ſuch as merited it, and 
ever fince all Free-Maſons are called amon 
themſelves by one or other of theſe Or- 
DERS or DEGREES. The Maſons never were 
cautious to keep this Part ſecret from the 
World ; for many Times, before I was a 
Maſon, I have heard them ſay, that ſuch a 
one is a Maſon, another a good Maſon, ano- 
ther a very good Maſon, another an excellent 
Maſon, and another à compleat Maſon. Now 
this Diſtinction ariſes from the Degree that 
each Maſon has, owing: to his Genius and 
Capacity therein; for a Maſon ot the Tuſ- 
can Order, or firſt Degree, and the good

The ſixth, or Friday Sign, is 
the Left Hand in the Left- ſide Coat Pocket, 


with the Thumb and Fore- finger out, and 
inclining downward.

thought it neceſſary, in order to preſerve and 


ſecure themſelves from the many Dangers 


and Cruelties to which they were expoſed . 
by the blind and unwarrantable Zeal of thoſe - 
Men of Darkneſs, to have WorDs oF A- 


LARM, that when any Brother diſcovered . 
one of their Enemies approaching, he ſhould 
apprize thoſe that were with him of. it, by 
ſpeaking the Word of the Day or Night on 
which ſuch Approach ſhould be made and

5 diſcovered, in order for the whole to ſeparate, 


and prevent the threatened Danger. They 
have another Word for the Approach of a 
Brother, which is HEBER. z. e. a Companion. 
In all Countries, fince Literature has been 
encouraged, and the Liberal Arts and Sci- 
ences acquired and indulged, the Maſons 
have been greatly careſſed, and free from 
Moleſtation, on account of their great Skill 
and Abilities in GzoMETRY, ARCHITEC- 
TURE, &c. and much more fo in England 
ſince the Proteſtant Succeſſion, and in par- 
_ ticular ſince the Acceſſion of the illuſtrious 


Houſe of Hanover to theſe Realms, ſome of 


whoſe Royar BRANCHEs have given A Sanc- 
tion to Waſonry by their immediate Pre- 
ſence. So that theſe Words are made Uſe 
of (without any Apprehenſions of Fear) on- 
ty to advertiſe the Brethren of the Lodge 
that a Stranger is near. The Words are fo 
expreſſive of the Deſign and End for which 
they were intended and invented, that no 
Brother could heſitate upon or ſuſpend his 
| Aﬀent to them one Moment after they were 

explained to him: For Inſtance, GERA a

HEN Maſons travel, or go into a 
ſtrange Place, and deſtitute of a Friend 
or Acquaintance, the Method they make 
uſe of to find out a Brother Maſon is this : 


They viſit the Places frequented by Gentle- 


men to tranſact Buſineſs, as Exchanges, 
Tolzeys, Parades, &c. and place them- 
ſelves ſo as to be ſeen by every one, and 
whatever Day it be, they give the Sign of 


that Day, and every Maſon will take No- 
| tice of it, and it will paſs undiſcovered by 


all others. For Inſtance, ſuppoſe Wedneſ- 


day to be the Day, they give the Sign of 


the Day by putting the Left Hand in the 
Left-Side Waiſtcoat Pocket, the Thumb 
out, and pointing to the Right Side. A 
Maſon will abſerve this, but will make no 
Reply till the ſtrange Brother gives him the 
Signs of the two preceding whe and then 
he returns the ſeventh Sign, which the o- 
ther is to anſwer; and the reſiding Brother 


being fully ſatisfied by thoſe Signs that the 


Stranger is a Maſon, gives him an Invitation 
to his Houſe, entertains him chearfully, 


. converſes freely with him, introduces him 


into the beſt Company frequented by him- 
ſelf, or ſuch as ſuits the Degree and Deſire

ef the ſtrange Brother, ſu 22 his Wants 
in all Caſes agreeable to the Circumſtances 


of each, and regrets his Departure. Theſe 
are Privileges which the Maſons boaſt to be 


peculiar to themſelves, and ſay that they chal- 
lenge any Society in the Univerſe to cement 
Brotherly Love, Relief, and Truth, together, 
upon ſo ſtrong and permanent a Foundation 
as theirs ; for they hold that the Intention 


and Deſign of the firſt Fxee-Masons was 


to be firm and ſteady to each other, by pro- 
moting the Good of a Brother in every | Ref. 
pect (ſo long as it could. be done with Juſ- 
to Mankind in general, ) to eſpouſe the Cauſe 
of an injured Brother, in ſupporting and en- 
abling him to maintain and vindicate himſelf 
in Juſtice and Equity, and never ſuffer him 


to be ill uſed. They ſay further, that they 
do not deviate from this Primum Mobile of | 


the Maſons, to abandon a Brother in caſe he 


is the Aggreſſor; for, ſay they, if he engages 


in Broils, Riots, Quarrels, &c. he cannot 
be a true Brother of ours, whoſe Principles 
are to be true to our Sovereign, peaceable with 

gur Neighbours, and to adminiſter Juſtice 
impartially between thoſe who are Maſons 
and thoſe who are not; and as he degenerates 


from us, we are by no means culpable in 


forſaking him. 
The Reader cannot ſuppoſe that all theſe 


Subjects are canvaſſed over each Lodge- 
Night. No: Some Nights two of them, 


fome three or four, and ſometimes but one;

and when they have the Works of ſeverat 
Brethren to inſpect, the Corrections and A- 
mendments in ſome of the Performances, 
takes up ſo much Time as to oblige them to 
adjourn the Examination of the Remainder 
till the next Lodge Night. 

The Applauſe that each Brother meets 
witk from the whole Society, upon his duly 
and proportionably finiſhing a Piece in Ar- 
chitecture, always expreſſed by loud Accla- 
mations, generally alarms and ſurprizes thoſe 
who are ſitting by and under the Room 
where the Lodge i is held. | | 
I am not conſcious to myſelf that I have 
in any one Point in this Relation of Maſon-- 
ry, ſaid more or leſs than what it really is. 
For what may be omitted in ſome Lodges, 
and what more innovated- in others, I am 
not accountable. But in all the Lodges that- 
I have belonged to and viſited for ſeveral- 
Years, the Tranſactions were neither more 
nor leſs than this Deſcription of it ſets forth; 
for I took a good deal of Pains in minuting 
down every Tranſaction in each Lodge that
